Under that 
law , any crim inal convicted of his 
fourth felony to autom atically sen­ 
tenced to life imprisonment,

From the standpoint of tho protec­ 
tion of society, th at also to justified. 
Any man who has been convicted 
of four felonies has doubtless com­ 
m itted many others, and is a habit­ 
ual criminal.

He will not be 
particularly worse off himself, and 
society wit be much safer,' if he Is

all,

- fourth conviction. As a protection 
to society, the law Is correct. But 
the conscience of many judges re­ 
volts a t punishing a man w ith life 
imprisonment for grand larceny, for 
Which, by itself the law prescribes 
perhaps a year’s term. It is too se­ 
vere a revenge for too small an of­ 
fense. 
Evidently, after all, we "punish” 
to punish.

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OFE8SOR Herrick, of Harvard,

may be consistently said that a s­ 
sembly bill No. 11A Is his •pet." 
Section two sets forth that “the 
objects and purposes of this act 
ar© to provide for th© control of 
the flood and storm waters of said 
distrirt and th© flood and storm 
waters of stream s that hav© their 
source outside of said district, but 
which stream s and the flood w a­ 
ters thereof flow into said district, 
and to conserve such w aters for 
beneficial and useful purposes by 
spreading, storing, retaining and 
causing to percolate into the soil 
within said district, or w ithout said 
district, such waters, or to save or 
conserve in any m anner all or any 
of such w aters and protect from 
damage from such flood or storm 
waters, 
the 
harbors, 
waterways, 
public highways and property In 
said district.” 
Providing for full authority over 
the district by the board of super­ 
visors, the measure sets forth th at 
the board, in its discretion, may 
employ special counsel and appoint 
such officers as may be deemed 
necessary, 
prescribe their duties 
and fix their compensation. 
There are no “ifs” and “ands' 
as to w h a t th© supervisors m ust 
do, after the bill is passed, in tak­ 
ing prelim inary steps to th© float­ 
ing of a bond issue. 
In th© lan­ 
guage of th© bill, “it shall b© the 
duty oi; th© supervisors to employ 
competent engineers to Investigate 
th© best plan to control th© flood 
and storm w aters of such district.” 
Majority Vot© Necessary 
Following acceptance of report 
and recommendations by engineers, 
the “board shall, w ith out delay, 
call a special election and subm it 
to the qualified electors” the prop­ 
osition of incurring a bonded debt 
in the amount recommended by the 
engineers as necessary to carry out 
the project. 
A m ajority vote only 
is required to carry a bond issue. 
Taxes 
to 
meet 
the 
interest 
charges and bond retirem ent each 
year are to be levied and collect­ 
ed a t the same time as the general 
tax levy is made. 
The tidelands bill grants to the 
city of Newport Beach lands bor­ 
dering upon, in and under Newport 
bay situated 
below the line of 
mean high tide and not heretofore 
granted to th at city or to the 
county of Orange. 6uch lands may 
be leased by the city to private 
persons and 
corporations 
for a 
period not In excess of BO years, 
but cannot be sold. 
The 
Orange 
county 
detention 
home, in Santa Ana, is the only 
home in the state conducting a 
school—In effect, it Is a training 
school 
rather 
than 
a 
detention 
home, for the children are under 
supervision the full 24 hours of 
each day, teachers being in charge 
during the day and a matron a t 
night. 
Juvenile Home Schools 
Assembly bill No. 164 is 
the 
designation of the measure Intro­ 
duced by Dr. Ball providing for 
maintenance of schools at juvenile 
homes. Its provisions are not lim ­ 
ited to Orange county. 
They are 
available to all counties that may 
wish to adopt them. 
When schools are instituted, the 
juvenile wards will have no vaca­ 
tion periods, except at the pleasure 
of the school board and except on 
school holidays, teachers’ institute 
week and Christmas week. 
The bill provides that the board 
of supervisors, by ordinance, “may 
provide for the establishment and 
maintenance of school facilities in 
such 
detention 
home 
and 
the 
schools maintained in such deten­ 
tion home shall be maintained by 
the governing board of the ele­ 
m entary 
school 
district and 
of 
the high school district, respective­ 
ly, in which the detention home is 
situated, and shall be conducted in 
the same m anner and under the 
same conditions, as nearly as may 
be possible, as are other elemen­ 
tary sod secondary schools of the 
school districts, except that the 
school shall not be closed on school

‘I t has to be remembered that 
the date varieties which yield fruit 
are strictly pistillate; that is, there 
are female trees which do not pro­ 
duce normal fruit with germinable 
seed, except by means of pollina­ 
tion from the male trees, and that 
fertilization of the blossoms in the 
main is brought about through the 
cuttings of clusters of male flowers 
from male trees, and hanging the 
clusters of male flow-ers above the 
female flowers In the female trees 
when the blossoms are receptive. 
"It has been found in the last 
two years that a considerable con­ 
trol of the time of the maturing of 
the 
dates 
can 
be 
accomplished 
through the u*e of pollen from 
certain male trees; in other* words, 
that the pollen from one type of 
male tree will accelerate the ripen­ 
ing of the fruit of the variety to 
which it is applied, and that an ­ 
other one will retard it. That does 
not appear to have been known to 
the Arabs, but it is likely to be­ 
come a very im portant feature in 
the 
development 
of 
commercial 
date growing in this country, where 
the question of the time of ripen­ 
ing with reference to the length of 
the season in the particular valley 
where the trees are is met.”

The only practicable control yet 
worked out Is to plant trap crops 
such as pieces of tomatoes In the 
rows and after a week or so either 
dig them out and destroy them 
with the worms Inside or drill cal­ 
cium cyanide in the rows, the gas 
liberated from this chemical killing 
the worms attracted to the baits. 
The main crop can then bs plant­ 
ed a few days later. 
The larvae of tuber moths be­ 
gin to infest potatoes Just before 
or Just after digging time.

oggs are laid by the parent moth 
either on potato plants or on the 
potatoes, if access to them can be 
had.

THE GRAND JURY REPORT 


Taxpayers of tile county ought to tend every nord 
of the report of the grand jury. It is a citizen’s duty 
to inform himself of what is going on in go\ernmcntal 
affairs. Much of that information can be gained by 
reading news reports as they appear in newspapers. 
Information upon any point that arouses the interest 
of a taxpayer can be obtained by inquiries at the 
courthouse; fit is the experience of The Register 
that public officials of this county are uniformly cour­ 
teous and uniformly anxious to supply any informa­ 
tion sought from them. In addition to other informa­ 
tive sources, the report of a grand jury is always im­ 
portant. 
While this report is made to the superior 
court with a supplemental report this year to the 
board of supervisors, the report is essentially a report 
made bv a body of representative taxpayers to their 
fellow taxpayers of the county. 
9 
One may not agree with all of the conclusions 
reached by the grand jury. 
In fact, The Register 
finds itself inclined to question two or three of the 
grand jury’s conclusions. We aren’t entirely "sold” 
on the idea of a citizen committee to make recom­ 
mendations on salaries of county officers and help for 
county offices. W;e do not agree with the recommen­ 
dations made for pay of county officers and deputies. 
We are awaiting further information before we reach 
a conclusion as to whether the county horticultural 
commisskm should have the numerous additional dep­ 
uties recommended by the grand jury. 
We are in­ 
formed that some of the grand jurors themselves are 
doubtful as to the wisdom of that recommendation, 
which was made hurriedly at the last meeting of the 
grand jury. 
However, those matters are of minor, consequence. 
They involve details over which differences of opinion 
are inevitable. Upon the larger and most important 
matters dealt with in the grand jury report, we agree 
thoroughly. 
Calling a halt on the formation of ill­ 
advised road improvement districts, taking steps to 
protect county property at West Orange against flood 
menace, the suggestion that a protective district be 
formed to look after the hazards of the Santiago 
creek, co-operation in water conservation and fire 
prevention—these are matters in which we are in 
positive and emphatic agreement with the grand 
jury. 
’ 
The grand jury’s survey of school buildings and 
its examination of the affairs of county offices in 
itself is entirely worth while. 
Service upon a grand jury is generally a burden 
upon the member. 
But it is a worth-while service. 
Though grand july reports ’are sometimes neglected, 
some of the suggestions of every grand jury bear 
fruit. This year’s grand jury report has suggestions 
that are worthy of careful consideration by officials 
and taxpayers alike.

A GRIM JOB FOR SCIENCE 


How it got here no one knows. 
It came from 
Europe, and 1917 is given as the date of its appear­ 
ance. Its visit is costing the United States millions of 
dollars. 
It is the European corn borer. 
A farmer down in the Illinois corn belt was looking 
around in his fields one day when he discovered a 
tiny brown worm. He took it to the Kankakee county 
farm bureau. The adviser told him it was the corn 
borer and gave the news to the world. 
v 
The borer showed up mysteriously in Massachusetts 
in 1917. It has multiplied and spread until now its 
domain is a region of 100,000 miles. 
It has moved 
in all directions with the corn. If conditions are to its 
liking it can destroy an entire crop of corn. 
In western New York many sweet com growers 
lost their crops for the last two seasons; others took 
losses of 50 per cent. 
Now, with Indiana and Il­ 
linois menaced, serious possibilities lie just ahead for 
the national corn crop. 
In the central states corn belt the annual produc­ 
tion of corn runs to two and three billions of dollars. 
If the borer gets to playing with this crop, food prices 
may go to unheard of figures. 
Experts have racked their brains. 
Congress has 
appropriated $10,000,000 to war on the pest. No 
dusts or sprays reach the evil invader because it bur­ 
rows too deep. There has even been some discussion 
of eitablishing nation-wide cornless zones to fight the 
worm somewhat after the way rangers fight a forest 
fire. 
The grim siege goes on. 
Here is an enemy no 
bigger than a man’s little finger, and it is eating the 
cash right out of his wallet, but he can’t pin it down. 
Science must find the way. 


. PHILADELPHIA'S EXPERIMENT 


One of the most drastic moves yet made to rem­ 
edy the traffic situation in a large American city is 
Philadelphia’s new order prohibiting all downtown 
parking of automobiles. 
The district wherein parking is forbidden is a mile 
and a half long and a mile and a quarter wide. 
Through this region automobiles may pass, but they 
are not to be parked at the curbing. They must keep 
moving between 6:30 a. rn. and 7 p. rn. 
The effect of this ruling upon business will be 
watched arith interest all over the country.

The âge of usefulness is a term which has no more actual ac­ 
curacy or dependability than that similar concept, "the average 
man.**, When such an authority as Dr. Nicoll, New York state com­ 
missioner of health, asserts that old people who live unproductive 
lives should be cast into the discard, he is not talking scientifically. 
Neither is his idea "advanced," simply because it is repugnant to 
our present customs. The idea was old when slave labor in pre­ 
historic Greece was building the lion gates of Mycene. It is one of 
those ideas which have a certain surface glitter, which can easily be 
refurbished on occasion to look like new, but which human ex­ 
perience has long since found wanting. 
Dates and ages are of course thoroughly artificial conveniences 
in human reckoning, and have no actual relation to the substance of 
human life or to the productiveness of the individual. To talk about 
an age of usefulness is to discuss a myth which has no more relation 
to practical fact than the moon's phases have to do with the fertility 
of seeds. 
Averages are of course quite inaccurate, hut in delimiting an age 
of usefulness it is not even possible to compute averages as rn guide. 
Data for making an estimate are not only lacking, but unattainable. 
Nobody has a measuring stick for "usefulness." 
It might be pos­ 
sible, of course, to complete a list of 10,000 individuals whom con­ 
temporary opinion unanimously judged useless, and then to take 
an average of their ages as the chronological dividing line between 
usefulness and its opposite; but that ruling would be open to the 
immediate objection that the 10,000 examples included at least as 
many exceptions as conformations. It would also be discovered that 
a great many of the verdicts as to uselessness were inaccurate—for 
inaccuracy seems to be typical of such judgments. In other words. 
even a statistical formula for fixing upon the age of usefulness would 
be very doubtful in its results; and we have never seen a gen­ 
eralization on the subject which had the benefit of even that much 
authentication. 
This matter of the usefulness of people who are called "old" 
comes down, in the end, to the findings of every-day human experi­ 
ence; and by this standard the "old people” win a clear verdict over 
all the statisticians and theorists who have ever discussed lite sub­ 
ject Draw the line of "old age” where you will, and then estimate 
the productiveness of the people you know who have passed that 
mark. 
You will not find yourself thinking about discards and 
euthanasia. 
Perhaps as the race grows older we are beginning to realize 
more profoundly the value inherent in all the stages of human life, 
and in all the conditions of existence. And if contemporary thought 
is delighting itself with discovering the values that childhood’s 
thought and feelings have to contribute, it is only because die 
worth of age's more articulate findings has so long been taken for 
granted. After all, no strand in the rich fabric of existence should 
be lost—neither the fairy gold of the child’s thread, nor the serene 
silver spun by the years of contemplation.

A kitchen is a place for the preparation of food. 
Regardless of any sanitary questions, it is distaste­ 
ful to think of the washing of soiled clothes in a 
kitchen w'hen steam from the tubs, the boilers and 
the chemicals used mingles w ith the foods Blat may 
bo prepared. 
The ordinary family w ash carries little danger of 
infection to the laundry workers, but freshly soiled 
handkerchiefs or underclothing should 
be bolled 
separately before being put w ith th* rest of the 
clothes. 
Most germs are readily killed by exposure to heat 
or sunlight. 
Moreover, soap. w ashing soda, borax 


' and ammonia have the power of killing germs In 
various strengths.

In the case of persons 
with 
serious 
contagious 
diseases, the soiled clothes should be kept separately 
and all linens thoroughly boiled bsfors being a l­ 
lowed to come in contact w ith clothing worn by 
others. 
The development 
of 
kltchenet

houses has also brought about the development of 
commercial laundries whl h undertake the washing 
of all of the clothing as well as of stiff shirts, col­ 
lars and special m aterials to which they war* for­ 
merly limited.

In the modern commercial laundry th* clothing for 
each family is sorted and kept separately so that 
there is little danger of contam ination of tho laun­ 
dry of one family by tho materials from that « f 
another. 
Tile development of modern laundry machinery 
has led, in practically all communities of any sine, 
to the gradual disappearance of tho homo laundress 
and has been a distinct ald to hygiene arid sani­ 
tation lo the home.

Forest Fires In California 


’Riverside Press' 
A total of 1882 forest fires which 
burned over 584,801 acres and cost 
8585,138 to suppress, is, in brief, the 
1928 fire record for the national 
forests of California, according to 
figures released by S. B. Show, 
chief of the California district. U. 
B. forest service. 
Of the total of 1882 fires that oc­ 
curred In and adjacent to the fed­ 
eral forests, 1138 or 68 per cent were 
due to hum an carelessness—as com­ 
pared w ith 637 out of a total of 
1915 fires in 1935. 
Smokers led 
the list w ith 427 fires, with Incen­ 
diaries 178, railroads 170, campers 
137, lumbering operations 52. brush 
burners 
60, 
and 
miscellaneous 
causes 124. 
Lightning is credited 
with starting 524 fires. 
The total area 
of 
government 
tim ber and brush land burned over 
was 215,608 acres, 
while 
369,094 
acres of private lands within and 
adjacent to tho national 
forests 
were sw ept by flames. 
The total 
cost to the forest service of fire 
suppression was 3565,186, or more 
than double the expenditures made 
for like purpose’s In 1925. 
Fires in the national forests this 
year killed 291,000,000 feet of fed­ 
eral owned tim ber besides large 
am ounts of young growth, destroy­ 
ed 760,900 feet of cut logs, and oc­ 
casioned damage to logging equip­ 
ment, 
mills 
and 
improvements 
am ounting to 3216,000—making a 
total loss, based on conservative 
estim ates, amounting to nearly one 
million dollars, of which more than 
three-quarters of a million dollars 
wore tim ber losses. Figures on ad ­ 
ditional losses of forage, wild life, 
w ater conservation and recreational 
resources a rs not available. 
The leading forest fires wore: 
Shasta, 329 fires, 85,542 acres 
burned.

The no-smoking regulation 
was later extended to the northern 
forests until on Septem ber I, over 
15 million acres of national forests 
in California were closed to smok­ 
ing. 
W ith the opening of the state­ 
wide hunting season on September 
J, a large force of special registra­ 
tion guards was placed on the main 
roads leading into all national for­ 
ests, and everyone entering the for­ 
ests was required to register and 
was warned to be careful with fire. 
On the Modoc forest every auto­ 
mobile was required to be equipped 
with an ax and shovel, and on the 
Shasta forest every m an In a hunt­ 
ing or camping party w as required 
to provide himself w ith these fire 
fighting implements. 
The sports­ 
men's clubs of California gave able 
assistance to tho forest service in 
the carrying out 
of 
registration 
and no-smoklng orders by raising 
money for the hiring of guards. 
By and large, th* 1926 fire sea­ 
son on the national forest» was a 
strenuous one and alm ost equal in 
Intensity to the disastrous year of 
1924. Beearn: ) of the prolonged dry 
season, 
low 
hum idity 
and 
hot 
winds, fires started easily and made 
spectacular runs. The D rats fire on 
tho Shasta forest, on cut-over land, 
ran 2000 acres tho first 'afternoon, 
was controlled, but broke out again 
and ran 8000 acres the second day. 
On the Plum as forest, the Little 
L ast Chance fire, in virgin tim ber 
and young reproduction, swept over 
25,000 acres In three days. 
Many 
fires outside the national forests a t­ 
tained sizes of from 10,000 to 78,000 
acres. 
But, the forest service says. this Is 
only half of tho fire story—tho state 
forester has yet to report fire losses 
In California outside the federal for­ 
ests, and when these figures ara 
made public the combined losses of 
forest resources should bo such as 
to awaken every oltlsen to th* tre­ 
mendous seriously** of tho year­ 
ly tiro problem of te* state.
